The courtroom wM crowded to enff o 
cation with closers and anti-closer 
when the three .iudges took their sea t ~ 
on the 1)oncb. Judge Woods annoniu c 
that each m<!inli('r of the court \v<ii.I 
deliver his own I ijii nil in. "It is a dm 
ter of regret that we have not huJ tun 
to reduce our decision to writing," i< li^ 
he, "and each one of ua will speak for 
bimadf." 

In brief, Judge Wooda bdd that th

Judge Jenkins agreed in the mai:

"Any jierson has a right to ar.tjex t 
a gift any coiuiition that is not lUe.. .;

quests there can be attai-hed com In io. - 
which the courts must enforce. Tli. 
local corporation a(;cepte<l the mono, 
and passed a rule closing the fair i>. 
Sunday. It has received a large sum vit 
money as a conditional gift and tii^ 
conditicjiis must Ik* observed hy ii: 
donee and u court of chancery, on pr. ^ 
er presentation, must se<( to it that tu 
conditions laid dt)\vn are enforced, ii, 
retaining the •'fi.^dO.dOO or more out u: 
tlie .">(i(»,OiHi; the United States did ,e 
morc^ than it liad a right to do, Iaci-.

"The resolution to open the fair o 
Sunday was not legally passed. ']"!. 
CoriKiration can not change rules o,,.

As to th 
state court which has passed on t)i..- 
c|t>e, 1 will say that the United .state 
was not a lairty in that court. 1 tliiin 
that there can be no question but tlin;

Juil^e (}ro.--scr.p ile!i\ ered the dissent- 
ing opinion. He concurrwl, he said, in 
the opinion of Judges Jenlrins and 
Woods, that the ix)wer to modify rules 
of the local corporation was given t ' 
the commission to jiroU'ct the nati<njHi 
honor, lb- con(Uirt<l in the opinf(ni 
that the exiio.-ition was national in u.t 
character. But it is chariu teristii of 
American thought that such thiuxu 
should be done by the people^ With the 
aid of the government.

Congress has voted ?.'.i.."iO(i,0iM) to the 
fair, and made it a condition of the gift 
that the fair shouhl be closed on Sun- 
day. It is inimaterial whether this wa^ 
a contract or a donation. The cori)ora- 
tion accepted' the gift and the condi- 
tions, and passed a rule dosing the fair 
on Sundays. Then the governnuHt 
withheld 1,MO.O(MI of the .'i.OOO.ddO coins 
it had agreed to gi ve the corjjoraf ion. 
Who knows that the corporation would 
have accepted the gift and surren<lered 
it« views on Sunday closing if it had 
known that part of ' the appropriation 
was to be withheld. 

'•This law was passed by congress aft- 
er the acceptance of the former condi- 
tional gift. It WHS a new condition, 
imposed witlKjut the consent of the 
other party. The construction jihiced 
on this act L* the law officers jf the 
government attribut. s to congress a 
puerility of purpose. The naiion.-.i 
conimissinn wa.s intrust^'d with the t;isi; 
of providing jurors of award, and this 
was ns clearly a portion of its duties as 
an\ tluni; . Lse that it had done, and th ■ 
e.xpeiisf j-houlil be borne by the eunnui* 
sion. as wa;-< the co,';f of t la^sifyin;; \\. 
exhibits. This expens>' • hon)('j not \> 
saddled on the local corpi nation by con- 
gress. CoTigre.-s has no power to < r^ate 
indetiiedness for the local corporali:>ii.

justili.-i'ile.

with the corporation and no r oiirt ei 
equity could insist on the coriioratii 
observing the hard conditions inip<»s'- .

The matter could lie d-tiniti'ly 
decidi ij in a few days. He askt;d also 
that the I '■nrt fi.x a bond which would 
act as a super-'eclea-:. jle said the grav- 
ity of the sitiiatioM was increa.sed bytli'. 
decision of iiie st.ate court on this s-iine 
(]uestioii lieint^ opposed to the decision 
of the I'e.'.eral court. There was dan;.'' r 
of an niipleasaiit c. mtlict o_f aiithoniy 
betweeti tlie courts. He snggest-d 
that it could be ;trranged to have th • 
case from the state court taken to tie 
state ajipeliate courts, and that botli 
ajjpellate ivmrts luiglit. by their action, 
definitely settle the matter. 

District Attorney .Milchrist said \\ ■ 
would ask that the urder u£ iujunction 
prayed for by the government be is- 
sued. 

Judge Woods tinidly said the court 
would .innoiince its ileciaion on the sub- 
ject of appeal and snperaedeu in tlie 
near future. 

If the suijcrsedeas b<^ granted th • 
fair will remain open on Sundays until

CniCAuu. June 9. —The courtesies o 
the worhl's fair were yesterday ofHcially 
e.xteuded to the Infanta Eulalie, and the 
celebration of "Princeps Day" in h< 
honor was a comjilete sticcess. Thou 
samls of flags were displayed on ^ha 
different buildings, the Spanish c(durs 
pre<lominating. 

There was a long wait for the mi 
mense crowds wliich surronnde<l the .i 
ministration building who had exjiect 
ed the royal visitors at noon, as it wii 
•t"i minutes ]iti8t that hour when Geiien 
Nelson A. Miles wheeled his big lu. 
horst; inter the west end of the admini 
tration plaza at the head of the pro, , 
sion. It was Vi-.HO o'clock before ti: 
carriages containing the royal party a: 
rived at the west entrance to the "mi. 
way plaisance. Here the orclianl la. 
cadets, looking natty in their full dr> 
uniform and their military baud, a 
Bnme<l the h ad and the march throUt< 
the plaisance was taken up. 

On the way down the famous ens: !' 
politan quarters the inHabitants ir 
Bi)ectutors literally pack'id the sii ■ i 
and gave tlie infanta a cheenCul an : r 
spectful salute at close interva":

mass of women gave the infanta ii>< 
first really sound ajipiause and cheers> 
the day. as they moved on. 

The line of niarch was past the tr.r.i 
portntion building to the north eml < 
mines and mining, where it vwrcd i 
the fast, and, pas.suig up the avtuuc 
twceu mines and electricity buil dm 
arrived at the west front of the adu;in 
istr.'ition Wiilding at 12:4.V On tli 
arrival the Michig:in cadets and ( 
cago iiussars pas.sed .in review bet 
the prinCe a':d p'rine. .\s ^o<)l: .i-. 
military escori had w i;iidr;iwn ile' 
fanta alighted, an ! Ma.vor Harriso; 
his official cajiacity. partetl from J.. 
She was irame(ii:,teiy presenred to Pn s 
ident Palmer and Hii;inbotliain and I; 
rector Uein'ral Davis. Mr. Palini 
then extt iided the eourtesies of the ex- 
position and formally welcomed tho ii 
fanta to the fai^. 

After n reception to the giiests i! 
vited to the breakfast and a few oth' r: 
the party descended so as to reach the' 
haminet hall in pavilion C, where tc 
breakfast given by Presiilent Palm- 
R-as served. About ao sat down to th 
delightfully informal affair. 

After the menu had Im^n discusse<l 
the partv again took their carriages am. 
were driven to the women's buildin; 
where a reception was held during tuo 
hour between 8 and 4 o'clock. 

A voyage was then mode up the maii 
lagoon by McMonnies fountain and 
out into the lake. The seas was pretty 
choppy but the littlelatmch and ito dis 
tinguished occupants, but all stood tin 
voyage well. Tne route was down th 
lake to the north nier, where the launci 
passed under the bridge and returned 
to the lagoons. The little boat moved 
rapidly uii to the court of honor, where 
the roya 1 party disembarked and en 
tered administration building shortly 
before 6 o'clock. The infanta retired r* 
the rooms of Mrs. Palmer, and after ati 
hour's rest, repaired with the memlieri 
of her party, escorted by Director G. ii 
eral Davis, Palmer and other officials t< ' 
the private diningroom of Colone 
Davis. Here an informal .supper \ 
served, after which the entire party a-, 
sembled again in President Palmer 
room in the east side of administr-itio i 
building and viewed the magnificent 
fireworks. 

The infanta was cheered vocifercmsly 
bv the crowd who saw her about V 
o clock. About 10 o'clock, when hur 
picture was done in fire, the crowd 
went wild and yelled and cheered for 
their royal guest. In response to tie 
cheering the infanta appeared at an 
open wmdow, leaning upon the arm of 
I^esident Palmer, and bowed nmi 
waved her handkerchief to the sea o: 
faces below. The effect was magical . 
and the voice of welcome that went u) 
was caught and echoed by crowds in al ' 
parts of the grounds. 

To add to the indescribable din. tlv 
whistle of every engine in machinery 
hall, and on every steam vessel and en- 
gine near the grotmds was turned on. 
and this tumult, which lasted fully in 
minutes, was deafening. Sousa's band 
which was plajring some fine music 
pve it up when their program Wa; 
half finished, and did not attempt to re- 
open their concert. 

After the fireworks was over the in- 
fanta departed for the city. Her car 
riage left the administration building 
shortly after 10, foIfoWed by the cheer: 
of the greatest crowd that has visited 
the fair si nce the grounds wer e opened.

They exihx'tvd 
another attack, but the whalo had dis 
api)earfd. Soon he rose to the surfac • 
dead. He wan towed ashore, and is now

l".\n'i(>. N. D.. June tt. — This city is 
half in ashes. Thrif thousand jieople 
are homeless, The scIuh)! houses, 
churches and public bnildinga left 
standing are .all utilised as places of 
shelter for women and childun. 

Relief trains with wheat; flour and 
otiier provirions are arriving from sur- 
rounding towns. Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Chicago, Duluth and Milwaukee and 
other big cities will send liberal con- 
tributions of food. Clothing is much 
needed. 

The relief corps organised here have 
received many reporto of people who 
are mis.sing, and without doubt it will 
develop a number of lives have been 

lost. 

The iire is imder control, though a 
number of fires are still burning in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. 

The statement is ; iven out that a 
meeting of insnrancv^ men estimated 
the loss of in8'.irance prop* Ttv at tf'i.- 
800,000, and iiJ.jOO.000 moio oii the out- 
skirts, uninstired. Bates liavo been so 
high that but little property ia insured 
for over one-third of its value. 

A number of business men have Al- 
ready made arrangements to erect new 
buildings. 

No bank vaults havo yet been 
opened. 

The district burned over is all the 
territory north of the Northern Pacific 
track and up to the Great Northern 
tracks. It ia three blocks wide and five 
blocks long. Within that radius wer-> 
all the principal businehs houses, banks, 
and a number of the howls. 

The fire started in a r-moll restaurant 
on Front street. It di-l not cross the 
river to Moorhead. Tho disreputal .e 
district known as "Heirs Half -Aire" 
was burned. AH the htitels except tiie 
Headquarters, all the l<anks except the 
First national, all the groceries except 
Yerxas & Geary's, all the secret s<x-iety 
halls, all the machinery warehouws, ex- 
cept Walter A. Woo^l's. and the Mon- 
itor drill, are bume<l to the ground. 

It is next to impo.ssibie to get mes- 
sages by telegraph, as only one wire is 
in working order. 

At a public meeting generous tnV 
scriptions were started for the beiieiit 
of tne sufferers and a large fund has al- 
ready been raited. 

CONVENT BURNED. 

A Million l>fillai' t'lrv l.i»n Nviir Mon- 
trful, Cuiiiiilit. 

MuNTREAL, June 9.— The magnificent 
Ville Marie convent at Notre Dame De 
Grace, two miles north of Montreal, the 
largest establishment of its kind in 

America, was almost totally destroyed 
by lire yesterdax afternoon. The total 
loss will aneaint to more than .^1,000,- 
OiH), with an insurance of .sidO.OOd. 

The fire started in that pia-tioii of t'le 
convent kimwii as the "MothiT House." 
and is suiipo^.'d to have caught from a 
small stove which plumbers were using 
while at Work in the ujipi-r flo<ir, ami 
which was left burning while the men 
Were at dinner. 

^The ■•Mother Housi'" was oc cii]iie;l by 
Congregatiotiul nuns, one of the L a l- 
ing orders in America, and is the iilace 
where all iiovi('es are pre[iared f. ir fu- 
ture religicjiis fliities. There were about 
5^0 novices. togethiT with a large num- 
ber of si^tl'rs ami servants, in tho 
Mother House " at the time the tire 
was disi'overeil. all of whom were (. (im- 
pelled to make hasty departure. 

The convent schoid. wiiich from its 
historic associations was the most 
prized portion of the group of bnihl- 
ings. and which contained n.'.irly liuo 
pupils ;it the time that the tire w;is dis- 
covered, was s.ived, after heroic work 
by the ]\lonlreal iire department. 

When the fire was at its le i-lit the 
dome of the • 'Mother House" fell with 
t< rrihle crash, carrying everything 

b(,l'ore it. 

C-'liief r.eiiioit of the Montreal fire bri- 
gade, who was working in close jirox- 
imity to tli.' walls, was almost sutbi- 
cated by thesni^ike. and was removed in 
a fainting condition. Firem.'tn Dn- 
foind was baill}' hurt by being hit with 
tlying bricks, and was taken to tlie hos- 
pital, where it is thought he will dio.
